Your RadioShack Stereo Headphones combine a dynamic sound eie- 
ment with lightweight comfort and durable construction for an acousti- 
cally-sensitive sound experience and exceptional value.

Unique Padded Headband Design — allows you to wear the head- 
band for longer periods with maximum comfort. 

Wide Frequency Response and Low THD — deliver sound repro- 
duction with a true-to-life presentation. 

High Energy, Rare Earth Neodymium Magnets — provide accurate 
sound reproduction and full frequency reponse. 

In-line Volume Control — lets you adjust the listening level without 
having to go to the sound source. 

Soft Foam Ear Cushions — provide a comfortable listening experi- 
ence. 

Pivoting Earpieces — provide the best possible fit and maximum 
sound transfer. 

1 2-Foot Straight Y-Cord — gives you flexibility of movement while lis- 
tening.

OPERATION 

Caution: Turn down the volume on the sound source (radio, CD play- 
er, or TV) you plan to use before plugging in the headphones. 

Insert the plug into the EARPHONE or similarly marked output jack on 
your sound source. Then adjust the headband for the best fit. 

Note: The headphones have a V4-inch stereo plug. To connect them 
to a Vs-inch stereo output jack, use an adapter (available at your local 
RadioShack store). 

USING THE IN-LINE VOLUME CONTROL 

The headphones’ in-line volume control lets you adjust the listening 
level without touching the volume control of the sound source. Set the 
volume control of the sound source to a comfortable level. Then as de- 
sired, slide the in-line volume control to decrease or increase the 
headphones’ volume level. 

ACCESSORIES 

Your local RadioShack store has many adapters, splitters, replace- 
ment ear pads, and cable extensions to enhance the use of your head- 
phones. 


LISTENING GUIDELINES 

Listening Safely 

To protect your hearing, follow these guidelines when you use head- 
phones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting before you begin listening. 
After you begin listening, adjust the volume to a comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume levels. Extended high vol- 
ume listening can lead to permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not increase it. Over time, your ears 
adapt to the volume level, so a volume level that does not cause 
discomfort might still damage your hearing. 

Traffic Safety 

Do not wear headphones while operating a motor vehicle or riding a bi- 
cycle. This can create a traffic hazard and could be illegal in some ar- 
eas. 

Even though some headphones let you hear some outside sounds 
when listening at normal volume levels, they still can present a traffic 


hazard.

ARE LIMITED IN DURATION TO THE DURATION OF THE WRITTEN LIMITED WARRANTIES 
CONTAINED HEREIN. EXCEPT AS PROVIDED HEREIN, RadioShack SHALL HAVE NO LIABIL- 
ITY OR RESPONSIBILITY TO CUSTOMER OR ANY OTHER PERSON OR ENTITY WITH RE-
